Lloydminster has again been honored by being chosen as 
one of the three centres to host the National Senior 
Championship Baseball Playoffs for 1974. Always well repre¬ 
sented as a good ball town, it has supported outstanding 
baseball for eight years. During this time, under the able 
management of W. A. (Slim) Thorpe the Lloydminster 
Meridians won the two biggest money tournaments in the 
nation. These tournaments were won two years in succession 
and were held in Lethbridge and Lacombe. 

The club was described in the Edmonton Journal by Hal 
Pawson as follows: ‘‘This was the hottest club which had ever 
hit the Lacombe circuit and spoke well for the reasons they 
led the swift Western Canada Baseball League, the grooming 
ground for the ‘Organized Baseball Bonus Babies’.” 

Two of the players making the big time were Don Buford 
and Ron Peronowski. 

Slim has been active all his life in baseball as a player, 
coach, manager and umpire. His first team in Lloydminster 
was a gang of wee fellows, some of whom he still remembers 
with real affection such as Toody Killam, Stump McRae, 
George Killam, Bill Reed, Socks Clarkson, Phil Mitchel and 
many others. He organized with Russel Shaw a good tourna¬ 
ment club with members some of you may recall, Albert , 
Bruce Horniak and Alex Rule who still lives in Lloydminster. 


As an umpire one of his amusing remembrances was when 
Lindsay Gibbons of Neilburg was at bat. He took two mighty 
swings at the first two pitches and the third one went right 
over the plate as a called strike. When Slim called him out he 
said, “You sure missed that one Slim.” Slim replied, “You’re 
still one up on me Lindsay, as you sure missed the first two.” 

Slim has since received recognition for his baseball activity 
from the Saskatchewan Baseball Association, the Canadian 
Federation of Baseball and admitted to' the Lloydminster 
Kinsmen Hall of Fame. 

We, in Lloydminster, have seen a lot of good baseball going 
back to the early days of such stars as Don Conklen, Leroy 
Goldsworthy and Bill McCaillvery and many more we do not 
have space to list.

That same gang of hustling young players are again in 
competition in the Senior League this season as Lloydmin¬ 
ster Colts and are playing a very pleasing kind of ball with 
good coaching and competitive spirit.

In Case of Ties 

Should two teams finish equal for one 
position at the end of the regular schedule, the 
tie will be broken by the result of the game 
played between those two teams. Example: 
Nova Scotia and Alberta finish tie for second 
place. In the game played between them, 
Alberta won 11 to 9. Alberta gets second place. 

In the event that 3 or more teams finish tie 
for one position, the tie will be broken by 
taking the best ratio of runs of those teams. 
The ratio of runs is arrived at as follows: A 
team h as scored 55 runs and allowed 11. You 
divide the number of runs scored 55, by the 
number of runs allowed 11, and you get a ratio 
of 5. The team with the best ratio will then get 
the position for which they are tied. 

Playoff System 

The first two teams of each group will part in 
the playoffs. The team that will finish first in 
group "A" will meet the team that finished 
second in group "B" in one semi-final. 

The team finishing second in group "A" will 
meet the team finishing first in group "B" in 
the other semi-final game. The two winners 
will then meet in the championship game. 









Two Teams From NSBL 
In Canadian Championships 

Since the demise of the Western Canada Professional 
Baseball League several seasons ago the Northern Saskat¬ 
chewan Baseball League has been carrying on the proud 
traditions of Western Canada in baseball circles across the 
country. 

This tournament will feature two members of the NSBL, 
the host North Battleford Beavers and the Saskatoon Boston 
Royals. Both have to rate as contenders for the dominion 
title. 

Last year at Edmunston, New Brunswick the Saskatoon 
club, representing Saskatchewan, reached the semi-finals 
before bowing out. Saskatoon reached the dominion final 
two years ago narrowly losing the final game for all the 
marbles. 

This year the league has shown its great power on several 
occasions. Northern league teams won both the Kindersley 
and Eston Invitational tournaments. Both these tournies had 
strong representation from American clubs but they were 
eliminated by the powerful NSBL contingents. 

The league consists of five very evenly matched teams. 
Saskatoon Boston Royals, North Battleford Beavers, Unity 
Cardinals, Eston Ramblers and Kindersley Klippers play a 32 
game schedule to determine the league pennant winner. 

Although attendance has declined somewhat during the 
last few years interest is still high around the circuit as fans 
spur their local favourites on. 

Whether a team from the league wins the Canadian 
Championships or not you can rest assured they will provide 
good competition for anyone. After all they are carrying the 
banner of a very proud league.

Baseball In North Battleford 
Still Going Strong 


The community of The Battlefords has long been known for 
its great interest and participation in sports of all kinds but 
probably none has enjoyed better times than baseball. 

The word “Beavers” has become synonymous not only 
with baseball but eventually with the city itself. Of course, 
the North Battleford Beavers have done some pretty amazing 
things over the years. 

The pinnacle of their success had to be in 1956 when they 
represented this country in the Global World Series of 
Baseball in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 

Oldtimers always remember with fond memories the great 
professional teams that played here in the 1940’s and 1950’s 
when the city was a true hotbed for baseball. 

The Beavers played in several different leagues such as the 
Saskatoon and District Baseball League, the Northern 
Saskatchewan Baseball League and the Western Canada 
Baseball League. 

The sport was in its heyday in 1952 when the largest crowd 
ever to watch a baseball game in this city, an unbelievale 
6,000 fans jammed Abbott Field, turned out to see the 
deciding game of the final series featuring the Beavers 
against the Saskatoon Gems. North Battleford won the game 
handily. The Beavers continued to enjoy success in the 
ensuing years until 1956 when they won the right to travel to 
Milwaukee. 

They dropped a narrow 5-4 decision to Japan, the eventual 
world champions and were later defeated by Hawaii. 

After that professional ball started to dwindle in interest 


locally and by 1960 there were no more pro leagues. 

Names like Lou Green, Murray Richardson, Les Dean, 
Jackie McLeod, Matt Meredith, Art Stone, Art Worth, Emile 
Francis, Chuck Holdaway and other notables were now 
nothing more than lingering memories. 

Johnny Ford and Ken Nelson, a pair of players who had 
been active in the professional ranks along with Benny 
Griggs bolstered a team which now contained largely home¬ 
grown players rather than the expensive, talented imports 
fans were used to witnessing. 

Now fans come out to see action in the Northern Saskat¬ 
chewan Baseball League featuring teams from Saskatoon, 
Kindersley, Unity and Eston. 

Perhaps several long time citizens who formerly saw 
professional baseball will say that the sport is presently a 
long way from its golden years but the NSBL is now 
recognized as one of the best amateur circuits in the country. 

Remember that just in the last few years several ball 
players from the league have gone on to pro ranks including 
Joe Ferguson who formerly toiled with Kindersley and is now 
one of the leading hitters with the Los Angeles Dodgers. 

This past year, the Beavers finished second in the league 
standings and made it to the league final before being 
sidelined by the Saskatoon Boston Royals. 

Yes, folks, professional baseball is without a question 
gone from the local scene now, but baseball still thrives in 
this baseball-minded community and the word “Beavers” is 
still one which commands plenty of respect.

Minor Baseball In 

Lloydminster Shows Steady Growth 


Before 1955, young boys in Lloydminster 
wishing to play baseball, went out on their own, 
found someone to coach them, bought their own 
equipment and then participated in games and 
tournaments in the local area. This procedure 
worked fairly well for the older boys but was not 
very satisfactory for the younger ones. 

In 1955, Mr. Dave Wallace, who was a local 
Legion member wrote to the United States and 
obtained material on how to run Minor Ball, rules, 
size of diamonds, etc. He then interested the local 
Legion members and they instituted the first 
organized Minor Ball League in Lloydminster. In 
this first league four teams played with boys from 
ages 9 to 12 participating. In the following years 
many more local organizations and businesses 
came in as sponsors, reaching a peak in 1973 of 21 
teams of boys from ages 9 to 17 participating in 
leagues of Mosquito, Beaver, Bantam and Midget. 


This year there are approximately 250 boys 
playing at least twice weekly in organized 
leagues. 

On the first long weekend in August each year 
the local Minor Ball Association sponsors an 
Interprovincial tournament, with teams coming 
from as far away as Red Deer and Saskatoon. 

This year Minor Ball helped to form a T-ball 
league, about 120 boys ages 6 to 9 participate in 
this league. 

The Minor Baseball executive would like to take 
this opportunity to say “Thank You” to the many, 
many people who have given so unselfishly of 
their time over the past 19 years. Without folks 
like you the success of our association would not 
be what it is today.
